"All the men were tuned up to a
high pitch, an It was with very anx-
ious hearts that 'we waited for a suitable
time to strike, knowing that every day
we waited there was a greater chance
of our secret leaking out.

"Fifteen minutes after the 'Vlnn'lctlvo
arrived alongside the mole our subma-
rine exptoded under the viaduct con-
necting the mole with the mainland.
The Oermans had sent a considerable
force to this viaduct as soon as the
submarine arrived and these men were
gvthertd on the viaduct attacking our
submersible with machine guns.

"When the explosion occurred the via-
duct and German were blown up to-
gether. The crew of the submarine, con-
sisting of six men. eacaped on boaiyl a
dingy to a motor launch.

"Early ln the rtgnttng a German shell
knocked out our howltaer which had been
getting In some good shots on n hli Ger-
man seaplane station on the rao half
a mile away. This Is the laijest sea-
plane station In Belgium. Unfortunately
our other guns could not be brought
to bear effectively upon It. The shell
which disabled tho howttxer killed all
the members of the run crew. Many
men also were killed by a German shell
which hit tha mole close to our ship and
scattered fragments of steel and stone
smong the marines assembling on the
deck around the gangway.

"The German fire was very hot all the
time we lay nlongatde the mole. At
times the German guns reached as hUn
as forty shots per minute. During the
hottest part of the fighting I left my
ststlon In the flamehouse and went all
around the ship to see how things were
going. The spirit of the men was ex-

cellent. All they asked was 'Are we
winning?'

"Half an hour after the block ships
went In wc received the signal to with-
draw. The Vlndlctlve's siren was
blown and the men returned from all
parts of the mole and thronged down
tha gangway. We put off utter having
laid alongside Just about an hour.

"The Vindictive waa provided with
plenty of defensive equipment In cavo
the Oermans attempted to board her."

Amerlrnn Built Boats Itescnr Men

most thrilling Incidents of tlio British
naval raid on Zeebrugge last Tuesday 1

was the rescue by two American built

motor launches of nearly 200 members
of the crew of two block ships sunk
at the entrance to 'the Bruges Canal.
Tha feat was accomplished under a
heavy firs and the actual transfer was
made In leas than five minutes.

Two of the three block ships which
pnssed inside the mole reached their ob-
jective and swung broadside across the
mouth of the channel. Then, according
to plans, two motor launches dashed

i All the time aholls were falling, some

striking th block ships and causing
numerous casualties, but the crews up-
held their traditions for coolness. As
tho Inst of those who were able reached
the launches two muffled explosions tore
great holts In the bottom of the block
ships. The vessels settled quickly. At
tho same moment the heavily laden
launches were dashing seaward and
again they passed through a Germanbarrage to the 'waiting British de-
stroyed.

BRITISH ADMIRALTY
DESCRIBES ATTACK

High Official Praia Given
Navy's Mm at Zmsbruggm.

IrfiNPON-- , April 23. The Admiralty has
Issued the following oRlclnl narrative on
the Zeebrugge affair:

"Those who recall High Wood upon
the ft)mm as It waa after the battles of
11 may easily figure to themselves the
decka of H. II.

The ruined
tank, nosing at the stout treo which
stopped it, lias Its parallel In the flame
thrower's hut at tho port wing of the
Vlndlctlve's bridge. Its Iron sides flecked
with rents from machine gun bullets and
shell splinters. The tall white cross
which commemorates the martyrdom of
the I.ondoners Is sister to the dinar
pierced white ensign which Moated over
the fight at Zeebrugge Mole.

"Looking aft from the chaos of her
wrecked bridge, one sees snug against
the wharf tho herolo bourgeois shapes
of the two Liverpool boats, the Iris and
Daffodil, which shared with the Vindic-
tive the honors of the arduous fight.
The epic of their achievement shapes
Itself in the light of that view across
the scarred and littered dcckn, In that
environment of gray water and great
till shlp.i.
